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PENNSYLVANIA  FREE  DISPENSARY  FOR  SKIN  DISEASES. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

I.  This  Institution  shall  be  called  “The  Pennsylvania  Free 
Dispensary  eor  Skin  Diseases,”  and  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of 
Managers,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Consulting  Staff,  Physician-in- 
Charge,  Assistant  Physician,  Attending  Physicians,  Microscopist, 
Artist,  and  Apothecary. 

II.  The  Dispensary  shall  have  for  its  object  the  gratuitous  medi¬ 
cal  ti’eatment  of  the  poor  affected  with  diseases  of  the  skin,  and  the 
advancement  of  Medical  Science  as  regards  such  diseases. 

III.  All  funds  raised  for  the  Dispensary,  either  in  money,  pro¬ 
perty,  or  by  donation,  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  uses 
and  purposes  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  All  the  offices  of  the  Institution  shall  be  filled  gratuitously. 

V.  The  Dispensary  shall  be  opened  daily7-,  Sundays  excepted,  for 
the  reception  of  patients,  at  1 1  o’clock  A.  M. 

VI.  Patients,  when  able,  shall  purchase  their  own  medicine,  but 
when  unable  so  to  do  shall  be  supplied  gratuitously. 

VII.  The  Institution  shall  be  confined  entirely  in  its  object  to  the 
relief  of  patients  affected  with  Diseases  of  the  Skin.  Persons  suf¬ 
fering  with  maladies  not  connected  with  the  skin  will  be  referred  to 
other  Dispensaries  or  Hospitals. 

VIII.  The  Physician,  when  requested  by  any  practitioner  in  good 
standing  to  simply  examine  a  case  sent  to  the  Dispensary,  shall  do 
so,  and  shall  return  to  the  Doctor  sending  the  case  an  explanation 
of  the  patient’s  condition. 

IX.  The  District  Physicians  shall  visit  all  patients  who  are  unable 
to  call  at  the  Dispensary. 

X.  Those  who  are  able  to  pay  shall  receive  no  treatment  or  me¬ 
dicine  at  this  Institution. 

XI.  A  record  of  all  cases  treated  shall  be  kept,  and  this  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT

Lsr  presenting  to  the  public  its  second  annual  report, 
this  Institution  acknowledges  thankfully  the  contribu¬ 
tions  and  other  assistance  and  encouragement  given  to 
it  by  many  friends. 

Special  mention  should  he  made  of  the  entertainment 
given  in  October  last  atNNest  Philadelphia  Hall  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Institution  under  the  able  management 
of  Miss  Johanna  Craig,  which  secured  a  handsome  re¬ 
turn  in  money,  and  led  to  the  formation  of  a  contrib¬ 
uting  society  numbering  some  seventy  members. 

The  report  of  the  physician  in  charge  shows  the  work 
of  the  Institution  for  the  past  year,  by  which  it  appears 
that  many  of  the  poor  of  the  city,  afflicted  with  the 
most  painful  and  annoying  diseases,  have  been  treated 
successfully  without  charge.  Persons  have  been 
treated  who  could  not  be  admitted  to  the  general  hos¬ 
pitals,  and  thus  a  substantial  charity  has  been  dispensed. 

The  object  of  the  Dispensary  is  to  furnish  free  me¬ 
dical  advice  and  treatment  to  the  poor  of  the  city  and 
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vicinity  who  may  be  suffering  from  diseases  of  the  skin, 
and  an  investigation  of  the  working  of  the  Institution 
will  commend  it  to  the  charitable  remembrance  of  the 
benevolent. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board,,  at  some  future  time, 
to  provide  a  Hospital  in  connection  with  the  Dispensary, 
for  the  treatment  of  the  more  serious  cases. 

The  Board  earnestly  request  that  the  benevolent  will 
aid  them  in  carrying  on  the  work  already  begun,  and 
in  developing  their  plans  for  the  future. 

Contributions  will  be  thankfully  received  by  the  Trea¬ 
surer,  or  aiiy  of  the  officers  of  the  Dispensary.

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PHYSICIANS  REPOET. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Free 

Dispensary  for  Skin  Diseases. 

Gentlemen:  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am 
again  permitted  to  lay  before  you  my  annual  report. 
The  official  records  of  the  Dispensary  show  that  six 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  patients,  afflicted  with  dis¬ 
eases  of  the  skin,  received  treatment  during  the  year. 
It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  add  that  there  has  been 
an  increased  attendance  of  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
patients  over  that  of  last  year. 

The  diseases  treated  at  the  Dispensary  can  be  arranged 
in  the  following  nine  groups. 

1.  The  rashes,  as  erysipelas,  red-rash,  rose-rash,  nettle- 
rash,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  etc.  2.  The  pimples,  as 
the  dry  pimples,  watery  pimples,  mattery  pimples,  and 
dry  tetter.  3.  The  discolorations,  as  freckles,  liver 
spots,  moles,  sunburn,  hemorrhages,  white,  black,  and 
yellowish-brown  patches.  4.  The  parasitic  affections 
which  are  known  by  such  popular  terms  as,  common 
ringworm,  honeycomb  ringworm,  itch,  lousiness,  and 
bug  eruptions.  5.  The  diseases  of  the  glands  and  ap¬ 
pendages,  such  as,  round,  black  and  white  spots,  tuber¬ 
cles,  tumors,  increase  of  the  oil  of  the  skin,  deficiency 
or  absence  of  the  oil,  excess  of  perspiration,  fetid  per- 
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spiration,  defect  of  perspiration,  or  the  habitually  dry 
skin,  loss  of  hair,  inflammation  of  the  hair  tubes,  de¬ 
ficient  growth  of  the  nails,  and  excessive  growth  of  the 
nails.  (3.  The  new  growths,  as  skin  cancer,  syphilitic 
eruptions,  scrofulous  and  ulcerating  diseases.  7.  The 
disorders  of  the  nerves,  as  pain,  itching,  creeping,  smart¬ 
ing,  tickling,  tingling,  shooting,  scalding,  and  exalted 
sensibility.  8.  The  hypertrophies,  as  warts,  corns,  en¬ 
larged  bloodvessels,  and  mother’s  marks.  9.  The  atro- 
phies,  as  whiteness  of  the  hair,  etc. 

Certain  of  these  cutaneous  diseases  were  found  oc¬ 
curring  in  children  and  others  in  youth,  manhood,  and 
old  age.  A  large  percentage  of  the  children  were  the 
offspring  of  feeble  and  diseased  parents.  They  looked 
thin,  pale;  had  swollen  glands,  scars  of  old  ulceration, 
and  had  every  evidence  of  a  strumous  and  lymphatic 
condition.  If  parents  were  of  sound  constitution  we 
would  meet  with  very  few  skin  eruptions  of  this  kind 
in  children.  Disorders  of  the  organs  of  digestion  from 
irregular  habits,  hurried  meals,  bad  food,  confinement 
in  close  rooms,  and  the  constant  toils  and  cares  of  life 
have  occasioned  many  of  these  eruptive  diseases  in 
youth,  manhood,  and  old  age. 

In  addition  numerous  external  agencies  have  been 
the  exciting  cause  of  a  large  class  of  these  affections. 
Among  these  has  been  the  occupation,  wearing  of  flan¬ 
nel,  pressure  of  articles  of  wear  over  tender  and  delicate 
parts  of  the  body,  exposure  to  extremes  of  heat  and 
cold,  handling  dyes  and  dyed  goods,  the  application  of 
rancid  salves  and  oils,  parasites,  and  uncleanliness. 
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It  is  to  this  latter  class  that  I  desire  to  call  especial 
attention.  It  has  been  one  of  the  most  prolific  sources 
of  many  of  the  obstinate  eruptions  of  the  skin.  I  have 
taken  the  pains  for  the  past  two  years  to  make  a  careful 
inquiry  of  all  dispensary  patients  when  they  had  last 
bathed  the  whole  body,  and  they  have  in  some  instances 
replied,  never ,  or  have  acknowledged  that  an  interval  of 
years  had  elapsed  between  the  ablutions.  When  advis¬ 
ing  the  frequent  use  of  the  bath  to  this  class  of  patients, 
they  always  replied  that  they  had  no  place  in  which  to 
bathe.  Can  this  be  surprising  when  we  consider  the 
manner  in  which  many  of  the  poor  of  both  sexes  are 
often  crowded  together  in  a  single  room,  or  occupy 
apartments  or  dwellings  in  which  there  are  absolutely 
no  facilities  for  bathing  ?  When  ablution  is  thus  neg¬ 
lected,  the  result  is  that  cast-off  scales,  together  with  the 
dust  from  the  air,  and  poisonous  principles  from  the 
system,  remain  upon  the  surface  and  close  up  the  pores. 
The  skin  can  then  no  longer  eliminate  carbon  and  take 
in  oxygen,  and  the  respiration  of  the  individual  is  im¬ 
peded.  Should  any  infectious  material  exist  in  the  at¬ 
mosphere,  it  will  settle  upon  the  surface  and  gradually 
become  absorbed  into  the  system,  and  thus  poison  the 
blood.  When  the  functions  of  the  skin  are  thus  im¬ 
paired,  the  extra  work  of  this  organ  will  then  be  thrown 
upon  the  lungs,  liver,  kidneys,  and  bowels,  which  will 
be  taxed  beyond  their  capacity.  In  such  a  case  these 
latter  organs  will  suffer,  or,  what  is  more  probable,  the 
morbid  action  will  react  upon  the  skin.  Thus  have  the 
habits  of  uncleanliness  become  very  often  the  cause  of 
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cutaneous  eruptions.  A  multitude  of  diseases  other  than 
those  of  the  skin  are  also  produced  by  uncleanly  habits. 

These  facts  should  afford  a  sufficient  reason  for  the 
Councils  of  this  great  Metropolis  to  establish  Free  Baths. 
London,  Paris,  Dublin,  ]STew  York,  Boston,  Chicago, 
and  almost  all  the  large  cities  except  Philadelphia  have 
erected  public  bathing  establishments.  The  poor  do 
not  ask  the  city  for  these  Baths,  but  they  are  an  actual 
necessity  for  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  this  commu¬ 
nity.  At  the  present  time  when  the  most  eminent 
scientists  are  engaged  in  enunciating  laws  for  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  public  health,  some  should  at  least  make  an 
effort  to  carry  the  art  of  cleanliness  to  the  high  perfec¬ 
tion  that  it  once  enjoyed  in  the  ancient  days  of  Rome. 
The  bath  was  at  that  time  both  the  great  health  restor¬ 
ing  agent,  and  the  pleasurable  place  of  resort  for  all 
classes. 

It  will  be  found  that  the  erection  of  Free  Bathing 
establishments  will  mitigate  suffering,  afford  comfort  to 
the  poor,  lessen  disease,  and  thus  relieve  the  city  of  the 
expense  of  taking  care  of  an  unprofitable  class.  Aot 
alone  in  our  cities  should  the  public  consider  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  erecting  baths,  but  it  is  also  an  important 
matter  for  the  rural  districts  and  remote  settlements. 

Should  the  councils  of  Philadelphia  again  pass  by  in 
silence  this  important  consideration  of  Free  Baths ,  I 
would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Board  and  the 
Contributors  make  it  the  object  of  their  attention  by  an 
appeal  to  the  public  for  the  necessary  funds  for  the 
erection  of  a  public  bathing  resort. 
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I  desire  to  testify  my  respect  and  gratitude  to  the 
physicians  of  the  city  and  vicinity  for  the  large  number 
of  patients  who  were  sent,  or  brought,  to  the  Dispensary 
during  the  year.  While  the  institution  has  been  of 
great  benefit  to  the  poor,  it  has  also  been  a  means  of 
directing  the  attention  of  medical  men  to  the  subject  of 
diseases  of  the  skin. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  appended  list  that  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  physicians  and  students  have  devoted  them¬ 
selves  to  this  most  essential  branch  of  medical  science. 
I  am  always  happy  to  welcome  visitors  and  friends  of 
the  institution  between  the  hours  of  11  A.M.  and  1  P.M. 

Care  is  taken  to  classify  the  cases  so  that  medical  men 
may  draw  their  own  deductions,  and  thus  be  enabled  to 
obtain  information  which  cannot  be  procured  from  books. 

I  append  a  summary  of  the  official  record  in  the 
form  of  tables,  and  am  happy  to  add  that  a  majority  of 
the  patients  were  cured.  A  few  of  those  having  some 
of  the  lighter  forms  of  skin  eruptions  failed  to  report 
the  result  of  treatment,  and  it  is  probable  that  many  of 
them  were  likewise  cured.  The  patients  who  have  been 
unable  to  call  at  or  return  to  the  Dispensary  have  re¬ 
ceived  prompt  and  careful  attention  from  the  District 
Physicians. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  commend  to  }rou  my  assistant, 
Dr.  J.  H.  Sargent,  who  has  been  persevering,  faithful, 
and  unselfish  in  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the 
Dispensary  for  the  past  year.
